Profersor Plummer. appointed to 
act in this capacity until June. 1938. 
succeeds the late Prof Enoch Gre- 
han. founder and head of the de 
partment since 1914 A new member 
of the faculty, to fill the vacancy 
in the department, will not be 
named until the end of the present 

A native of Beaver Dam. Kentuc- 
ky Professor Plummer has a mas 
ter's degree in political science from 
the University. He is a member of 
Phi Beta Kappa, has served as re- 
porter, state editor and city editor 
of the Lexington Herald, and was 
the first publicity director of the 
University's athletic department 
He is at present working on a Ph. 
D degree from the University of 
Wisconsin. 

After graduating from Louisa 
high school. Pnfessor Plummer re 
celved a bachelor of arts degree 
from the University in 1928 and the 
master's degree in 1932 As a stu- 
dent of the sophomore class in 19 
25. he became a member of the 
news department of the Lexington 
Herald 

He resigned in 193C from the Her- 
ald staff, after serving as state edi 
tor and city editor. At the same 
time he accepted a position as pub- 
licity director for the athletic de 
partment of the University and 
part -tune instructor in the Depart 
ment of Journalism 

In 1934 he was named as tulltime 
instructor, and in .January of 1935 
was made assistant professor For 
the last few years he has devoted 
his entire time to the department 

Professor Plummer married Mar 
jone Wiest. daughter of Dr. Edward 
Wiest dean of the College of Com 
merce. in June. 1935 

For the last three years, he has 
been vorking on a Ph D. degree 
from the University of Wisconsin, 
where he has attended summer 
school Now he is writing a disser 
tation on Henry Watterson. As a 
Political Leader." in preparation lor

The bid. which was the lowest sub 
mitted. was $22,888

of the board in attendance.

Student Failures Attributed Largely 

To Inadequate Pre-College Training

Many of ihe student failures at 
the University can • be attributed 
largely to the inadequate pre college 
preparation in certain subject* at 
lorded Kentucky high school 
pupil* Dean T T Jones stated re- 



Dean Jones, in the course of an 
interview concerning the growth of 
education in the South pointed out 
that many Kentucky students ma 
in such technical studies as 
g. law. or medicine, for 
which a thorough basic knowledge 
cil the valious sciences Is impera 
' live, were unnaturally retarded in 
scholastic progress because of a de- 
ficiency in these subject* He re 
marked further however, that in 
the past fifteen years, the efficiency 
of instruction in the better state 
high school* has been Improving 
parallel to the rapid growth ui 



their number Approximately 400 
additional high schools have been 
constructed in that time, ho said. 
Increasing the total to over 800 

In reference to the large enroll- 
ment of northern students at Ken- 
tucky and other southern univer 
sities. Dean Jones described the re- 
cent trend as indicative to the eco- 
nomic status now prevalent 
throughout the nation Costs for 
higher education in northern sec- 
tions are equally high with prices 
of general living standards, in com 
parison with a proportionally lower 
scale in the South. Students in 
northern universities are not only 
faced with greater tuition and liv- 
ing casts, but higher outlays for rec 
real ion Dean Jones added The on- 
ly recourse of the average wage 
earner in the North, whose son or 
daughter is desirous of a college ed 
ucation. is the South 
I Dean Jones ascribed Hie latt-ui- 



creasing number of women stu 
dents to the demands of modem 
industry. 

•The college-trained person 
mm preferred in industry While 
fifty years ago. only men were de- 
sired for specialized employment, 
today women are occupying * very 
influential station in the industrial 
set up " 

Many schools, originally operated 
for men exclusively, have been 
forced to throw open their doors to 
accommodate the great influx ol 
women students The Universities 
of Virginia and Mississippi were 
cited as examples. 

In conclusion. Dean Jones stated 
that, contrary to the suggestion of 
statistics which show 85 per cenl 
of women students scraping the 
campuses lor a collegiate husband, 
a majority of co-eds want to ac- 
quire the ability to be 
u lg.
